Uot being able to see the edge of the road all the time I feared 

driving to \/illowdale and bec.;uae there was no traffic I could back up and take Viaverly 

to Ht. 40 instead of Uising Willoudiile, os I*d intended.

I wrote you still again about tliis recently as as is your wont you iipiorod tliat letter, 
too. I Bonind you tliat I discaeed this with you and for at least three years the city agi'oed

that tlioso inexi^ensivc road stripes are necessasy - and did not paiidt then on. 

The one thing that is comprehensible in this is how you liave made yoipself so widely 
unpopular so fast, in this instance by your non-responsiveness, -if* this had -been a complaint 
thdilyou and the city before you agreed pertains to a real need and a real danger. £ven then

youi^otlon that elected officials need not respond fron the norm. 

Elected officials do not seek to assune public responSbllitJrdB ^aha citizens do not write 
them only to be ignored. That is an authoritarian, not a democratic position. 

As I told you recently, I*ve seen painting crows in the area and they have not done 
ehat the city promised to do years ago. 

There is nothing I can do to make you perform your res ponsibili ties, but I can assure 
you that if there is the kind of aecidont that is possible 1*11 do all I can to Iwt it 
be known that it is your fault because it will be. I cert.iinly hope that if there is an 
accident it will not involve hitting one of the many utility poAes tliat are almost on the 


road surface, tliere being no shoulder. 

The danger is not going to go away. There ai*e times when there always is ground fog, 
p£irtc^ularly at the lowest points closer to tlie creek. It »^ould be less dangerous if the 
edges of -ihe read were Visible. Tho cost of i>ainting the road striptifcannot be great. So, 

I guess youi^e made a record thwt you don t give a damn about human life and suffering. I 
sincerely hope you do not have to livtj with this beaause of a preventable accident but if 
there is one now, it ..ill bw tho city's fault and yours personally.
